Mrs. Thomas expressed the fear of 
further trouble and offered to bring 
another gun. 
Thomas, according to klansmen, 
figured in the shooting of August 3, 
when seven men were shot and killed 
at John Smith’s garage here.

At a tim e when the admini*- 
tration is bending every effort 
ta collect wartim e, obligations, 
even to the extent of straining 
relations with some of the deb­ 
tor*, Mr. Bryan came forth today 
, with an out and out plea for can­ 
cellation. 
He talked it over with 
President Coolidge on Saturday. 


I The commoner would make the price 
of this unparalleled generosity on the 
I part of the United States world dis­ 
armament. 
America is to buy “price­ 
less peace,” wit^ some eleven billion 
dollars worth of “bad debts.”

For a long time after European currency had dropped to un­ 
heard of depths the United States postoffice department contin­ 
ued to sell money orders on foreign countries at the old rate ot ex 
change. If a person went to a bank he might buy exchange tor 
200 francs, for instance, for $10. 
But if he confidingly, went to 
the postoffice for a French money order he would be sold only oO 
francs for the same sum. Uncle Sam was thus put in the position 
of gypping his customers. 
Finally enough red tape was unwound to get the department 
up to date, and after a prolonged delay it began to sell foreign 
money orders at the current rate of exchange and so no longer 
cheated the purchasers. 
Now the department has announced that it is to return to the 
old practice in money orders for British currency. The department 
is charging $4.87 for a pound, whereas the pound is worth only 
$4.78. What a cry would go up if a bank should overcharge its 
customers that way! 
But apparently effective, businesslike methods are not to be 
expected of Uncle Sam.—Kansas City Star.

The phenomenon of the eclipse of the Sun by the Moon, wa.'

data on the event, timed the eclipse accurately to show it was sev­ 
eral seconds late.

BAD WAR DEBTS

world and exchanges its “worth­ 
less debts for priceless peace”— 
that is the opinion of William 
Jennings Bryan. 
A t a tim e when the adminis­ 
tration is bending every effort 
ta collect wartime^ obligations, 
even to the extent of straining 
relations with some of the deb­ 
to r , Mr. Bryan came forth today 
with an out and out plea for can­ 
cellation. 
He talked it over with 
President Coolidge on .Saturday. 
T h e com m oner would make the price 
of this unparalleled generosity on the 
part of the United States world dis­ 
armament,. 
Am erica Is to buy "p rice­ 
less peace.” wit^ some eleven billion 
dollars worth of "bad debts.” 
"Tho w ar debts will never be paid.” 
said Mr. Bryan. "E urope has no in ­ 
tention of paying them and continued 
efforts on our p art to collect them 
are m erely losing us 
m ore 
friends 
than we ever m ade in our large con­ 
tribution tow ard the winning of the 
war. 
Aud even m ore im portant, by 
insisting upon iheir paym ent we are 
losing a w onderful opportunity to re n ­ 
der a great service to the cause of 
peace. 
Maggot-like hates are now 
breeding in E urope that, may easily 
lead to an o th er w ar with the United 
S tates the righteous and innocent, but 
contributing cause. 
T he speech 
recently delivered 
in 
the French cham ber of deputies by 
Deputy M artin represents the se n ti­ 
ment of th** governm ent and the peo­ 
ple of 
France. 
They have argued 
them selves into the belief there is 
ho moral basis for the debts and that 
we really owe them money and g ra ti­ 
tude. 
One Belgian official has even 
gone so far as to figure out th a t th e 
U nited S tates owes Europe over eighty 
five billion dollars. 
"W hile Groat Britain has prom ised 
to pay and gone through the neces­ 
sary g estures there is widespread feel­ 
ing in 
th** 
British 
Isles 
th at 
they 
really owe us nothing. 
On the con­ 
t r a r y they feel that they stem m ed the 
G erm an hordes at a great sacrifice 
to them selves, protecting us until we 
w ere ready to enter the fray. 
W hile 
This Is absurd, because we have a 
perfectlyvalid, legal and moral claim 
for the paym ent of our debts, we m ust 
recognize th at it expresses univers. 
’public opinion. 
"It is questionable w hether Europe 
could pay its debts even if it wanted 
to pay. In the m eantim e the U. S i« 
being m ore and more caricatured a 
a shylock rich beyond the dream s •<' 
Europe, part of th at wealth com ing 
as a result of a w ar in which ou** 
suffering was com paratively light, de­ 
m anding our pound of flesh. 
"I believe the time has come whet. 
America should decide to trade this 
worthless debr for a priceless p^ace 
World peace will be worth more than 
the $12,OOO win,coo the allies ow e us

were to announce our willingness to 
cancel the debts in return for world 
disarm am ent it would give the w orld 
peace. 
Even failure could not m ake 
the situation worse than it now is.

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UNCLE SAM OVERCHARGES 


For a long: time after European currency Had dropped to un­ 
heard of depths the United States postoffice department contin­ 
ued to sell money orders on foreign countries at the old rate of ex­ 
change. If a person went to a bank he might buy exchange for 
20(1 francs, for instance, for $10. Hut if he confidingly went to 
the postoffice for a French money order he would be sold only 50 
francs for the same sum. Uncle Sam was thus put in the position 
of gypping his customers. 
Finally enough red tape was unwound to get the department 
up to date, and after a prolonged delay it began to sell foreign 
money orders at the current rate of exchange and so no longer 
cheated the purchasers. 
Now the department has announced that it is to return to the 
old practice in money orders for British currency. The department 
is charging $4.87 for a pound, whereas the pound is worth only 
$4.78. What a cry would go up if a bank should overcharge its 
custom ers that way! 
But apparently effective, businesslike methods are not to bo 
expected of Uncle Sam.—Kansas City Star.

AMERICA AT DANGER 
FROM THREE ARMIES. 
SAYS REV. TILFORD 


"America Is threatened 
by three 
armies,” the Rev, Wm. H. Telford, pas­ 
tor of the F irst Presbyterian Church, 
told his congregation Sunday in a spe­ 
cial sermon delivered on the day the 
church celebrated the first anniver­ 
sary of its drive for funds to remodel 
the edifice and also on the day Miss 
Stella Bishop organist, gave her fare­ 
well program. 
The sermon was based on a moral 
code for children, taken from Colliers 
Weekly of January 17, and compiled 
from information furnished by lead­ 
ers of all creeds. 
"These three armies,” said the min­ 
ister, "are—Five and one half million 
Illiterates above nine years of age; 
fifty 
million 
people in 
the 
United 
States, who are in no church, Roman 
Catholic, Jewish or Protestant; and 
twenty-seven million Protestant chil­ 
dren under 
2 5 
who are not in any 
Sunday School and one million, fifty- 
two 
thousand, 
eight 
hundred 
and 
eighty of this last group are in Ohio. 
"These three armies are helped by 
three—forcesfirst, propaganda from the 
outside, which seeks to destroy the 
home church and school. 
The second 
is lack of knowledge of the type of cit­ 
izenship which can stabilize the demo­ 
cracy. Third, Spiritual illiteracy which 
becomes the seed plot for immorality, 
crime, social unrest and anarchy. 
It 
is out of the company of spiritual il­ 
literates that all of our delinquency 
among youth comes. We have been 
riding on the crest f the wave of 
moral stability which came from the 
stern days of our colonial and pioneer­ 
ing ancestry. 
It. is distressing—the 
falling down in small m atters which 
is noticed in the outcroppings of ter­ 
rible crimes. 
"W hat is the present state of mor­ 
ality? W hat percentage of folks in 
"Xenia deal honestly and will return 
a nickel over change to the m erchant? 
W hat percentage of young people com­ 
mit our crime today—75 per cent, 
under 25 years. 
These boys and girls 
who get newspaper publicity of crime 
come out of the ordinary homes such 
as in Xenia, where the fundamental 
teachings of morality are neglected. 
Who is 
to blame? Some say the 
schools. 
W e ought to stop blaming 
everything on the teacher. Some say 
tho church. 
If the church is not do­ 
ing everything it should for the chil­ 
dren for the time it has with them — 
about twenty minutes a week—then 
blame the church. You can not teach 
morality 
in 
twenty 
minutes 
to 
a 
squirming class of boys. 
Some blame 
the home and the parents. The grand 
jurors of Goshen, Ind., and Toledo 
and Judge KiUcts of Toledo did. 
Do not. blame any body In particu­ 
lar. 
Blame the community. 
Some 
one has said 'It is the home, the 
church, the school, the government, 
the community as an enLity, all adult 
controlled—they are the real delin­ 
quents. 
They condition life for the 
child. 
They 
control 
his 
attitudes. 
They give him his thought material. 
Tfcey nourish or check growth. They 
tdp or 
repress 
spiritual 
resources. 
They m ake or break life. 
There Is 
not one boy or girl goes wrong in 
Xenia, but that the entire community 
should shoulder some of the blame. 
Do not blame all the parents all the 
time. 8o long as there is one unsaved 
person in Xenia the good home is not 
safe. 
For just last week we heard of 
a man who had been peddling obscene 
literature throughout the town to chil­ 
dren. 
There is nothing too severe 
for any one, who will come into your 
home and insidiously put therein those 
things which will undermine the good 
training of the children. Such a moral 
pervert sh- uld be put away where he 
■would harm no one. Moral status is 
bnf). 
"Moral Education is the solution. 
Schools should put more time in on 
moral education. 
W. B. Cox late of 
this city, often said—the first prin­ 
ciple and paramount, purpose of edu­ 
cation is to develop character. 
We 
agree with Prof Cox. 
It ought to be 
English plus character that a teacher 
promulgates. 
No! It should be char­ 
acter through English. Moral educa­ 
tion, yes—but that is the business of 
tne church and preachers. 
Yes bu’ 
who has the time of the child? School 
some— but the home the most." 
The Jlev. Mr. Tilford took up the 
m atter of a week day instruction in 
religion and morals and finally took 
up the Moral Code developed by Col­ 
liers Weekly recently.
